The
governor's  Lbrother, John Lilley, of
Waterbury, left that clty tonight for
Hartford, having been called there by
his wife.

But
his absence meang the abrence of a
distinet and direct agitating force
which will not be felt agein Guring
this so=slon of the legislature and the
result will be that whatever the lee-
isliators choose to do with the legisia-
tion In which the governor s especial-
ly  Interested, much of which he
preached in scason and out of season
during the fall campaign, they wili do |
without leg or hindrance. There is talk
of awniting the outcome of his illness
and no doubt thers will be more or less
delay, but in reality there won't be
ety such thing as walting until the
governor can get back Into the harness
or deferring to such of his wishes as
have already been expressed becanse
he 1% not there to fight for himself,

His Nervous Energy ls Exhausted.

When I say that the governor won't
be In his chalr again during the pres-
ent legislation of the jegislature please
do noy understand that there ls anv-
thing whatever In these ghastly tales
of his nearnessg to a fatal conclusion
of hlg illness. His pervous energy Is
exhausted and this makes It difficult
for his physical orgmns to perform
thelr functions and shows up weak
spoty in some of them, but the wealk
spola are not organie defects which
cannot be remedied Ly rest and care
and that sort of recreation which a !
man of George Lilley's sctive type has |
nover found it possible to take. When |
& man is so Il there iz always the pos-
sibility of & fatai termination. but so
largely are his symptoms produced by
extrame exhaustion of norve energy,
of wihich he hus ever required unuspal
amount to go along, that theres is no
reason to doubt hig Improvement from
the fme of his being\reileved of the
cvareg of the governorship, though the
lmtprm'emnm will be very, very grad-
ual, .
